receiving by the response serve r forwarding one of a call and a session request 
from another terminal directed to afee user of terminal to the response server; fMI and 

transmitting one of the stered-response content and a part of the stered-response 
content to the another terminal in a response media message. 
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6. (Currently Amended) The metho d M e thod according to claim 1, further 
comprisin g th e st e ps of : 

receiving by the serve r forwarding one of a call and a session request from another 
terminal directed to athe user of terminal to the server; 

checking a media capability of the another terminal; and 

transmitting one of the stefed-response content and a part of the stered-response 
content to the another terminal in a response media message when detecting that the 
another terminal has media capability. 

7. (Currently Amended) The metho d M e thod according to claim 5, wherein one 
of the steeed-response content and the part of the stered-response content is additionally 
played to the another terminal as a voice mail announcement. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method M e thod according to claim 5, wherein the 
transmitted response content includes at least one of audio content, a picture and a video 
clip. 

9. (Currently Amended) The metho d M e thod according to claim 5, wherein the 
step of transmitting one of the stered-response content and the part of the stered-response 
content in the response media message comprises transmitting one of a 
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Multim e dia multimedia Messagin g messaging Service service [[(MMS)]] message and a 
S e ssion session Initiation initiation Protocol protocol [[(SIP)]] message.

transmitting and processing the at least one selected media messages. 

17. (Currently Amended) The method Method according to claim 1, wherein the 
media message comprises caller identification information, and the method further 
comprises:

associating the response content with athe user of the terminal and with caller 
identification information. 

(Currently Amended) The method M e thod according to claim 1, further 
comprising:

20. (Currently Amended) The metho d M e thod according to claim 1, wherein the 
step of p roviding the media message in the terminal comprises providing the media 
message in a mobile terminal.

a processor w h e r e in th e system is configured to store the response conten t, and to 
use of the media m e ssag e in th e storing m e ans of th e s e rve rt he application specific 
content to program a call response of the apparatus . 

23. (Currently Amended) The apparatusS vstem according to claim 22, wherein 
the a pparatuss ystem is configured to play one of the response content and a part of the 
response content to another terminal as a voice mail announcement when one of a call 
and a session request of the another terminal directed to the terminal is received by the 
apparatus forward e d to the server .

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the at least one of the selected media message are transmitted and processed in the 
apparatuss efver. 

27. (Currently Amended) The apparatusS ystem according to claim 22, wherein 
the media message includes caller identification information indicating a caller of one of 
a call and a session forwarded to athe server, and 

wherein the receive r storing means is configured to receives teres the response 
content of the media message in th e storing m e ans of t he server associated with the 
terminal and with the caller identification information. 

28. (Currently Amended) The apparatusS vstem according to claim 22, wherein 
the receivers ef¥ef is configured to receives teres at least two response contents associated 
with a same terminal or a same user of the same terminal, and with different caller 
identification information. 

29. (Currently Amended) The apparatusg ysiem according to claim 22, wherein 
the apparatuss efvef is configured to detect, when a call or a session request of another

(Currently Amended) The apparatus Torminal according to any one of claims 
53, wherein the application is configured to store information on at least one of a status of 
the automatic call response service and a history of the automatic call response service. 

58. (Currently Amended) A Comput e r program, embodied in a computer-readable 
storage medium encoded with instructions configured to control a computer to perform a 
process , the process comprising: 

preparing a programming media message to program an automatic call response 
server, the programming media message including response content and application 
specific content which is to be transmitted to the automatic call response 
serve r configur e d to be install e d in a t e rminal and configured to create programming 
media m e ssages for programming a call r e spons e s e rv e r .
